Harris ol Ocala, as adjutant general 
and chief ol stall. 

A| the suggestion and motion of 
Genera! G-V the veteran* electro 
Gen Buchanan, the retiring chief, as 
honorary division commander 
Will Work to Elect Law aa Wash- 
ington. 

An ovation was tendered Gen. K. 
M. Law, the only surviving major 
general of the Confederacy, and the 
veterans unanimously decided that at 
the reunion in Washington Genera' 
l.aw shall be given the sperisl atten¬ 
tion. and honors due his rank as only 
surviving major general. Gen. Ayer 
appointed a committee consisting 01 
General Duncan, General Williams 
and Col. Yancey to make plans for 
■ Ills feature in the Washington re¬ 
union. 

The secret Is an open one with the 
Florida veterans that the "Id soldiers 
from this stste will go to Washington 
with the intention of making General 
l aw the head of the national organ¬ 
ization ol Confederate Veterans. 

The Veterans endorsed the Tampa 
Fife and Drum Corps. Capt. 8 M 
Hankins. Jr., as the drum corps for 
1 he Washington reunion.

PRUPHECY THAT 
CAME TRUE 


Old Pioneer, in 1858. Predicted Civil 
War and Great War of Today — 
Lived to See it Fulfilled 


At least there waa one man in I an.pa 
during the Confederate re«i«J«'3 
^eck. who i» a firm believer in the 
fo.*ctelling of future cvcnta. He ia A. 
(». Zippcrcr. a Confederate veteran, 
from Koaalie, Polk county. The old 
man tells a story of a dark nigh; in 
1H5H. when with several slaves, at the 
age of fourteen, he was driving cattle 
for hia father in the woods near Ten 
Mih I'ond, when a man hy the name 
of tiaakink approached hia camp fire 
uni told of thr Civil war and many 
other tiling* that have come true tj 
the letter in the yr ara that have 
passed. 

There was a comet in the sky, ac¬ 
cording to Mr Zippeffr* story, at 
which the stranger ga/cd in a fright¬ 
ful manner. \\ liil« sitting before the 
lire the man began to relate the fact 
that there was going to be war be¬ 
tween tbc state*, that it would result 
in the defeat of the South and a final 
reconciliation. Mr. (taskina said at 
the time it would take thirty year* to 
overcome tile feeling in *.he South. 
Hc\ told accurately of event* not 
took place during the war. 

Mr. Gaskins aU«« predicted the Eu¬ 
ropean war and various incidents that 
have taken place- He predicted that 
a change of president* during the la ¬ 
ter day war would lead .to calamity 
ott the part of the United States uti¬ 
le** great care was taken. \s tn the 
doa* ol the MMftg war hr predicted 
• 1 m- all countries engaged in it would 
fight until exhausted and at that time 
the United State* could dictate term* 
of peace that would benefit this conn- 
ry materially. Mr. Zipperer declared 
he ha«l never discussed the strange 
prophecy outside hi* own family.

the owner* to purchase same. Serum 
for hog* weighing 75 to too pounds 
cos s about 75 cents, with proportion¬ 
al increase of about /oc per 3 lbs.

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NATAL GRASS IS VALUABLE HAY 
CROP AND GROWS ABUNDANTLY 

St, Cloud Section Producing Crops That Will 
Mean Large Fortunes to Cattle 
Raisers In Florida 


Natal l»ay ure**s rapidly around 
tfu city ut St Cloud and will mean 
tin- making ol fortune* for the itock- 
nun of the state. That the Natal 
hay it recognised a* one of the 
Staple crop* ot Florida can be proven 
by the information given out by the 
government *>n this subject. 

Natal grass, in the opinion of spec¬ 
ialist* of the U. S. Department of 
Agriculture, i» tlio moat valuable hajr 
grass for the sandy *oila of Florid* 
that ha* yet been found. It should 
also prove »uccc**(ul along the Gulf 
coast to Southern Texas. and further 
tp<i« of the plant in Arizona and Cali¬ 
fornia would be desirable. 'Hie hay 
from this grass i» of excellent quali¬ 
ty for feeding purposes, somewhat 
richer in protein than timothy, at¬ 
tractive in appearance, and very palat¬ 
able. In those markets in which it is 
known ft now brings as much as. and 
omet uties more, than timothy. A* 
ti i» still unfamiliar in most sections 
• f the country, however, the demand 
for it can he extended only by oflcr- 
ing hay ol bright color and well cured. 

V quick, vigorous growth and • 
heavy yield arc cflgractvrinlc* of Na¬ 
tal grass From jV* io \ toils P*» 
sire is the average production for the 
year, but double these quantities are 
sometimes ireurcd t>n the other hand 
the tfnm cannot he recommended for 
permanent pasture since it does «■ t 
grow wrll imles* tl»e land has hern 
recently plowed.
